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Select committee reports principal positions 



Many of the principal positions 
and recommendations agreed upon 
by the Select Committee on Athletic 
Problems and Concerns in Higher 
Education were reported to the 
NCAA-sponsored meeting of institu- 
tional chief executive officers 
September 19-20 in Kansas City. 

A summary of the material reported 
at that meeting was mailed September 
23 to the chief executive officer of 
each NCAA member institution at 
the direction of John P. Schaefer, 
executive director and acting chair 
of the select committee. 

In his letter to the CEOs, Schaefer 
said the select committee was ap- 
pointed by the NCAA Council to 



develop new and revised policies to 
deal with the most pressing problems 
in college athletics. He noted the full 
report would be available in printed 
form about the third week in October, 
and he urged all CEOs to peruse it in 
detail once they receive the complete 
report. 

"The committee was made up en- 
tirely of Division I institutional 
representatives (and most of those 
representing Division I-A institutions) 
because most of the problems seemed 
to exist at that level of athletic 
activity," he wrote. 

"There has been some criticism 
that the select committee should not 
have dealt with certain issues because 



Principles established 
for CEO involvement 



The Special NCAA Committee on 
Governance Review has agreed on 
seven principles that it will use in 
reviewing various options for assuring 
greater involvement by institutional 
chief executive officers in the NCAA 
and in the consideration of national 
athletics issues. 

The special committee, chaired by 
Secretary-Treasurer John R. Davis 
of Oregon State University, is con- 
sidering suggestions regarding CEO 
involvement from several sources, 
including the Select Committee on 
Athletic Problems and Concerns in 
Higher Education, the American 
Council on Education's Committee 
on Division I Intercollegiate Athletics, 
individual college presidents and 
others. 

The NCAA committee will submit 
its recommendations to the NCAA 
Council at the Council's October 10- 
12 meeting. 

NCAA President John L. Toner, 
on behalf of Davis, reported the 
special committee's adopted set of 
principles to Division I chief executive 
officers attending the NCAA-spon- 
sored CEO meeting September 19 20: 

1. The chief executive's ultimate 
responsibility for institutional control 
of athletics should be affirmed and 
enhanced by building on the CEO's 
current responsibilities in key NCAA 
decision-making circumstances. For 



example, the CEO approves NCAA 
football television plans, appoints 
the institution's Convention delegates 
and certifies the institution's com- 
pliance with national regulations. 

2. The new, partially federated 
NCAA structure and procedures 
should be cornerstones of the con- 
templated CEO structure. Athletic 
conference organizations and member- 
ship divisions also should be reflected 
in the contemplated CEO structure. 

3. The fundamental, democratic 
principle that each institution is en- 
titled to vote on each issue affecting 
it must be maintained. 

4. Member institutions should con- 
tinue to control directly, through 
Convention action, all activities of 
the NCAA. 

5. The knowledge and experience 
of the professional practitioners in 
intercollegiate athletics the faculty 
athletic representatives, athletics 
administrators and coaches- must 
not be ignored in the development of 
athletics policies and regulations if 
such requirements are to be effective. 

6. Means should be developed to 
assist CEOs in maintaining institu- 
tional control of athletics, at three 
levels: First, by recognizing the chief 
executive who effectively maintains 
institutional control in the current 
structure; second, by supporting the

New coalition sets 



A continuing women's political 
organization has been created as a 
result of a meeting in Washington, 
D.C., August 3-6, at which a group 
of 37 women discussed "Collegiate 
Athletics in the 80's: Strategies for a 
Women's Agenda." 

A recently released summary of 
the meeting reports that during a 
session August 5, chaired by Margot 
Polivy, legal counsel for the Associa- 
tion for Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women (AI AW), priority areas were 
defined as: (I) to improve the status 
of women in athletics; (2) to increase 
the political influence of women; (3) 
to develop a powerful and public 
voice for women in athletics, and (4) 
to strengthen the role, power and 
influence of women in athletics on 
campus. 

In the same August 5 session, the 
following tactics were outlined: 

•Accurate data must be obtained 
to argue for legislative changes, 
program expansion, pay equity, con- 



tinued enforcement of Title IX, etc. 

• Women administrators need to 
establish a strong position with their 
own CEOs on campus via direct 
personal contact or indirect contact 
through "influential" others. 

•Steady pressure must be developed 
and maintained on all fronts. 

•Use of alleged sexual preference 
as "blackmail" is . . . being used to 
control and undermine professional 
women; use of such tactics was termed 
"abhorrent and destructive." 

The conferees listed their overall 
concerns as follows: 

•A need for networking and com 
munication to overcome feelings of 
isolation and avoidance. 

• Strong personal feelings of 
"burnout, "stress, paranoia and anger, 
which made it extremely difficult to 
maintain diplomatic versus "hard" 
approaches to problem solving. 

•An evident loss of women's values 
in the adoption of the male model in 
athletics compared to the model 



it was not representative of all of the 
NCAA membership or of all segments 
of Division I," he said. "The com- 
mittee essentially limited itself to 
Division I problems as they had been 
identified by the major institutions 
of Division I; when it moved into 
other areas, such as athletics govern- 
ance, it was because the Division I-A 
members of the committee believed 
that the capacity of member insti- 
tutions to deal with their problems 
on the national level was directly 
affected by the legislative forum 
available to them through the 
NCAA." 

The committee will review the 
final draft of its complete report 



early next month. Following is the 
material mailed September 23 to 
chief executive officers.

The separate meetings of Divisions 
I, II and III chief executives will be reviewed by the 
NCAA Council in its October 10-12 meeting. A summary 
of the meetings will be mailed to all participants October 7.

women would design if unfettered by 
the current athletics governance 
system. 

•Concerns about student-athletes 
included the lack of understanding 
and appreciation of the role of women 
in creating today's opportunities, the 
fear of association with the feminist 
movement and the struggle for 
equality because of the possibility of 
being labeled "lesbian." 

•A perceived "slowing down" or 
"ebbing" of real commitment to the 
development of women's athletics 
programs due to lack of concern 
over maintaining previous levels of 
competition and loss of numbers of 
competitive opportunities. 

• Accommodation of separate 
department structures. 

•Continuation of differing rules 
where appropriate. 

The meeting agreed that a steering 
committee should be organized, and 
the group formed a "Basis for a Task 
Force" that can begin immediately

to work in three major areas: 

1. Development of NCAA legis- 
lation. 

2. Nominations for NCAA com- 
mittees and elected offices. 

3. Development of a legislative 
lobbying network that could also 
serve as a telephone network in case 
immediate communication is needed 
on a Title IX or other pertinent issue. 

The August 3-6 conference was 
sponsored by the American Council 
on Education (through its Office of 
Women in Higher Education) and 
by the American Association of 
Colleges (through its Project on the 
Status and Education of Women). 

A number of continuing task forces 
were designated. Among them were 
the Task Force on Title IX/ National 
Legislation, with Christine Grant, 
University of Iowa, as principal 
coordinator; Task Force on NCAA 
Legislation/ Accountability, Donna 
Lopiano, University of Texas, Austin,

Academic Issues 

1. The committee supports the 
actions taken by the 1983 NCAA 
Convention to strengthen academic 
standards for Division I student- 
athletes, with the understanding that 
the NCAA will conduct appropriate 
research regarding the impact of 
those standards and, based on that 
research, will propose any modifica 
tions that may be justified. 

2. Academic standards for Division 
I student-athletes should be more 
demanding than they are now, con- 
sistent with the fact that other students 
who receive performance scholarships 
are expected to exceed the academic 
performance of the student body in 
general. 

3. Every prospective Division I 
student-athlete should demonstrate 
the academic potential to be a legiti- 
mate college student, and the assess- 
ment of that potential should be 
based on national standards adopted 
by the Division I NCAA membership. 
In that regard, the committee 
supports the use of standardized test 
scores as a guide to determine athletic 
eligibility. It takes no position on 
specific test scores, but believes they 
are an effective indicator and pre- 
dictor of college success and are, in 
short, the best instrument available 
to measure the student's potential to 
succeed. " 

4. Precollege education in the 
United States must be strengthened 
so that all students receive the edu- 
cational experiences necessary for 
success at the collegiate level; there- 
fore, the committee favors strength- 
ened high school curricula that pro- 
vide students with the basic skills 
necessary to promote academic 
success. 

5. Institutions of higher learning 
must reaffirm the primacy of the 
academic support systems needed by 
the educationally disadvantaged 
student-athlete to make academic 
success a probability, rather than a 
possibility. These need to be accom 
plished by means that promote the 
access of minorities to higher edu- 
cation instead of adding additional 
hurdles to their matriculation. 

Satisfactory Progress Toward a Degree 

1 . The members of the committee 
strongly favor a satisfactory-progress 
requirement that is both strong and 
practical and that respects institu- 
tional autonomy. Institutions should 
have a specific satisfactory-progress 
rule for their student-athletes to meet, 
and that requirement should mandate 
that those certified to participate in 
intercollegiate athletics make suffi- 
cient progress to graduate within a 
five-year period. To that end, those 
athletes certified to participate should 
be taking the requisite number of 
courses in a required curriculum and 
should have grades acceptable for 
graduation. 

2. A successively greater minimum 
accumulative grade-point average 
should be required for eligibility in 
each year. 

3. Each institution should be re- 
quired to publish its requirements

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Polls spark conversation in college football

and dissect and ponder, and I'm as 
happy as a marketing analyst with 
Standard & Poors laid out before 
him. 

These days, I'm in heaven. The 
college football season is in high 
gear and I've got enough polls spread 
across my desk to paper a wall. I've 
got AP, UPI, Playboy, Sports Illus- 
trated, you name it. And this doesn't 
count the polls I scanned at the drug 



store while leafing through the 
summer selection of football mags. 
You know, the ones that intersperse 
an occasional conference rundown 
amid the tout-service ads. 

From now on, insurance salesmen 
and auto mechanics will be able to 
pick up their newspaper on Tuesday 
or Wednesday, flip to the sports 
section, mutter to themselves, turn 
to the person nearest them and say, 
"Ballyhoo Tech is No. 1? They don't 
play a schedule worth a hoot." 

And other neat stuff like that. 

Polls not only spark meaningful 
conversation, they also provide col- 
lege football with a thread that ties a 
season's beginnings to its raucous 
conclusion, when the mythical

Cs^- Why does the NCAA put restrictions on football and not on 
basketball? For example, why must an institution play basketball in Division 
I in order to play football in Division I AA when Division I basketball teams 
do not have to play football at all? 

.A. . In establishing the three divisions in 1973, the member institutions of 
the NCAA determined that all of an institution's sports should be in the same 
division, with limited exceptions: A member of Division I could place its 
football program in Division II or III, but the remainder of its men's sports 
would have to be in Division I. A Division II member could place one men's 
sport, other than football or basketball, in Division I and could classify its 
football program in Division III; a Division III member is permitted to put 
one men's sport in Division I. No institution is required to sponsor any 
particular sport to be in a given division; therefore, a member of Division 
I-AA football does not have to sponsor basketball at all so long as it meets 
the criteria for Division I membership. 

. How are the consensus all-America football teams chosen? 

A. . All- America teams chosen by Associated Press, United Press Inter- 
national, Football Writers Association of America and American Football 
Coaches Association are used to compile the consensus all-America team. 
Players do not have to make all four teams; however, the player at each 
position (1 1 offensive, 1 1 defensive, punter, place kicker) who is named to the 
majority of the four teams is selected the consensus choice. 
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national champion is crowned imme- 
diately after the New Year's Day 
bowls. That's when the final AP and 
UPI tabulations are made. In case 
you forgot, Penn State got the nod 
in both polls last season. 

In recent years, some folks have

called for a play off — an NCAA 
football tournament, if you will — to 
replace the polls as the means to 
determine a national champion. 
Nobody exactly knows how this 
system would work, but the general 
idea would be to take the top eight or 
16 teams, maybe match them up 
within the framework of the post- 
season bowls, let 'em have at each 
other and, when the dust settles, you 
wind up with a be-all-and-end all 
No. 1 . No speculation, no final vote, 



no muss, no fuss, no wrap-it-up 
polls. 

Don't do it, gang. The format 
works for basketball — the weekly 
polls fueling interest until the NCAA 
play-offs begin — but basketball is a 
tournament sport. Football isn't. 
College football careens toward the 
bowls, meshing finally with the 
Christmas-holidays atmosphere to 
wrap up the season in a nice, shiny 
package. Lots of tinsel and drama, 
from Miami to Pasadena. And the 
final polls. The curtain-closer. 

The wire services have been in the 
poll business a long time. The Asso- 
ciated Press poll of sports writers 
began in 1936, with Minnesota being 
picked No. I in the final ballot. 

The United Press started its coaches 
poll in 1950, with Oklahoma finishing 
on top, the same as in AP. Since 
then, the season-ending polls have 
differed seven times, the latest being 
in 1978, when the AP named Alabama 



and UPI countered with Southern 
Cal. 

OK, the setup is flawed and im- 
perfect. Ultimately, it depends on 
the disparate views of writers from 
Cedar Rapids and coaches from 
New England to form a consensus 
and give us a national champion or, 
in some instances, a shared national 
championship. It's a little wacky, 
but then, that's what makes the 
college game. If you want crisp 
efficiency and no guesswork, play 
Intellivision or watch the NFL. If 
you want the uncertainty of polls 
and the Stanford band covering 
kickoffs, college football is your 
meat. 

So now the season is under way 
and the weekly listings will start to 
build to their January wrap-up. Lots 
of jockeying for position, lots of 
debates, loads of fun. 

It's the only way to go. 

That's my poll position.

Miami Dolphin) Jim M andich say his greatest experience 
was in college football with Michigan — and he played 
in, what, four Super Bowls? If that kind of experience is 
worthwhile, what are we criticizing it for? 

"Let's get those people who aren't living within the 
rules and doing it the way it's supposed to be done to 
clean it up. The players get board, books, tuition and 
fees. They've had it this way for over 50 years. The 
opportunity to get a degree from this great university 
and to play college football — that's all it is. It's not pro 
ball. I'm not preparing them for pro ball. My God, if I'm 
doing that, I failed with over 90 percent of the guys I 
coached . . . because they didn't make it." 

Robert Rotella, director of sports psychology 
University of Virginia

"Athletes are allowed to get away with a lot of things 
they wouldn't get away with outside of sports. And 
when they encounter problems, they now have the 
means to look for short-term cures (drugs and alcohol) 
that carry long-term, negative consequences. Abuse of 
alcohol and marijuana has been going on for a long 
time. But there's definitely an increase in hard-drug 
usage. 

"This generation has different problems than the one 
coaching it. We're seeing more identity problems, more 
burnout at earlier ages. The entire identity is tied up 
with 'me the athlete.' Maybe we've bought too much of 
the American Dream. 

"I'd be guessing to say where some of this behavior 
comes from. But now, with tell it like-it-is reporting, 
the truth may erode the image as a hero. The athletes 
who come to us, we try to tell them they aren't either 
wonderful or terrible, and that they have to have an 
understanding of both mind and body to come to grips 
with the existing pressures."

"Years ago, Title IX was a burning issue in high 
schools. The past couple of years, it's become a quiet 
time. In most cases, there's an understanding now that 
the girls' programs are here to stay, and there's sharing. 
The athletes understand each other, they cheer for each 
other and have a common goal — to represent the school 
as well as they can."

"We would suffer as much as most (without a football 
television plan). We couldn't put together our own (and 



make money on it). One regional appearance to us is a 
reasonable shot in the arm that can help us through a 
season; not totally, of course, but it would help. It's 
critical that we be included in any plan that comes 
about. That wouldn't be the case for a Penn State, Pitt 
or Notre Dame. Their streets are paved with gold any 
way you put it."

"Big Ten teams are at a tremendous disadvantage 
from a relocation aspect when they go to the Rose Bowl. 
The Pac- 10 looks at the Rose Bowl as a home game. . . . 

"Back in the early 70s, teams like Stanford, UCLA 
and USC had some versatile offenses and a lot of pro 
influence. The Big Ten stilll was more conservative, 
which might not translate into wins and losses as much 
as it would in attracting skilled athletes. 

"But the Big Ten is getting some more progressive 
coaches now and is doing a fine job and getting better 
skilled athletes than in the past." 

Richard M. Dull, director of athletics

"My feeling and the feeling of the chancellor is that a 
2.000 is just not good enough. We have to have some 
assurance that a youngster can do the work at this level 
and can get a degree f rom this institution. If his skills arc 
so deficient that we don't think he can succeed here, he 
will not get in. 

"I believe there are an awful lot of hypocrites out 
there who pay lip service to academics. But I do believe 
people are starting to get more serious about admitting 
better students."

After record '82 season, passing climbs 



Maybe it was thought passing 
yardage in college football could not 
go much higher after that record- 
smashing 1 982 season. Well, it still is 
climbing (although the climb is not 
as steep as last year), and there are 
signs everywhere that passing is be- 
coming more and more a major 
factor in winning. 

In a Big Ten showdown with Rose 
Bowl overtones, Iowa quarterback 
Chuck Long passed for 276 yards, 
including a game-winning 73-yard 
bomb, to beat Ohio State, 20-14. In 
the top upset of the day, Kansas 
quarterback Frank Seurer was 26 
for 38 for 385 yards, and the Jayhawks 
shocked Southern California, 26-20. 
Earlier, Cincinnati's Troy Bodine 
used the same ball-control passing 
game in an upset over Penn State. 

A week earlier, rushing tradition 
bit the dust at Norman, Oklahoma. 
Maury White of the Des Moines 
Register said it best: "Ohio State and 
Oklahoma played a football game 
here Saturday, only the second meet- 
ing of these perennial rushing powers 
since the world was formed, and 
many in a sellout throng came 
equipped with ear plugs to soften the 
sound of bodies crashing on power 
sweeps, heaven forbid on off-tackle 
smashes." 

Well, Vaughn Broadnax of Ohio 
State did not blast a hole in the end- 
zone wall. Instead, teammate Mike 
Tomczak threw for two quick touch- 
downs, and Oklahoma's Danny 
Bradley threw 21 count 'em — 21 
times for one TD (matching OU's 
total for all of 1982). Instead of a 
ground-shaker, it was more like the 
Red Baron vs. Eddie Rickenbacker. 
The game produced 404 air yards vs. 
355 rushing yards. (Ohio State won, 
24-14.) 

In the only previous Oklahoma- 
Ohio State game in 1977, the game 
produced only 73 yards passing vs. 
423 rushing (and Oklahoma won, 
29-28). Oklahoma threw five passes, 
Ohio State six. 

Remember those amazing passing 
and total offense yardage figures 
achieved by Brigham Young's Jim 
McMahon in 1980- the ones it was 
thought could never be broken? Well, 
do not be surprised if BYU's Steve 
Young breaks them this season. 
Efficiency up the most 

Passing yardage is up only a tiny 
bit so far this season compared to 
the gains in efficiency. Passing yards 
per game is 360.6 (both teams com- 
bined, all games involving at least 
one Division I A team) compared to 

357.7 a year ago, en route to the 
record 364.8. Since yardage normally 
increases as the season goes on, the 
record probably will fall. It is not 
certain, though — after all, that is an 
increase of less than one percent in 
yardage. 

Passing yards per attempt, how- 
ever, is 6.68, compared to 6.54 a year 
ago en route to a final 6.61. The 
all time high is 6.67 in 1977, so that 
record may fall. Also, pass completion 
percentage is 53.2 percent compared 
to 52. 1 last year en route to a record 
52.2 percent. 

Maybe this explains why passing 
emphasis actually is down a tiny 
bit — 37.9 percent of all rushing 
passing plays have been passes so far 
compared to 38.0 a year ago, both at 
this point and at the end. In other 
words, if you complete a higher 
percentage, you do not have to throw 
as often. Passing attempts now are 
54.0 compared to 54.7 in 1982 en 
route to a final 55.2 — a record. 

Last season, it will be remembered, 
passing yards exceeded rushing for 
the first time in college football 
history (364.8 to 338.5). Now the gap 
is even wider — 360.6 passing and 

323.8 rushing (vs. 357.7 and 326.3 a 
year ago). 

However, rushing yards per carry 
actually is up a smidgen to 3.66, vs. 
3.65 last year en route to a final 3.75.

As a result, total-offense or rushing- 
passing yards per play is on its way 
to another record. It is now 4.80 
compared to 4.75 en route to a 
record 4.84 in 1982. The same is true 
of total offense yards, now 684.4 vs. 
684.0 en route to 703.3. 
FCs increase scoring 

You cannot fault the defensive 
people, though, because touchdown 
passes actually are down — 1.93 per 
game now vs. 2.14 a year ago en 
route to a record 2.16. Scoring is 
headed lor another record because 
the field-goal boom continues. 

Scoring is 42.9 compared to 42.3 
en route to a record 43.8, because 
field goals per game are 2.14 com- 
pared to 2.05 en route to a record 
2.04. Why? Because field-goal 
accuracy is 63.8 percent vs. 63.6 a 
year ago en route to a record 63.9 
percent. 

I-AA down except for FCs 

In Division I-AA, passing yards 
per game is down to 317.9 now vs. 
328.6 last year en route to a record 
332.0. Passing efficiency also is down, 
along with total offense. Scoring, 
however, is up, with 40.6 so far 
compared to 40.0 a year ago en route 
to a final 41.0. Again, the reason is 
field goals — 1.72 per game now vs. 
1.58 last year en route to a record 
1 .59. Accuracy again is the key, with 
62.6 percent now vs. 60.3 last year on 
the way to a record season mark of 
60 percent. 

Nebraska: 8.24, 56.5 and 617.7 

After four games, Nebraska's 8.24 
yards per total offense (rushing- 
assing) play, 617.7 total offense yards 
per game and 56.5 points per game 
all are ahead of the all time I A 
season records. Army averaged 7.92 
yards per play in 1945 and 56.0 
points in 1944 against war-time 
opponents, and Oklahoma's famous 
Wishbone Wonders had 566.5 total 
offense in 1 97 1 for the records over a 
full season. 
Pair of 100s 

Those long time Big Eight rivals, 
Oklahoma's Barry Switzer and 
Nebraska's Tom Osborne, each 
recorded career victory No. 100 on 
the same day last Saturday. Each is 
in his 11th season. Switzer now 
stands 100-18-3 for an .839 winning 
percentage (counting ties as half 
won, half lost). That puts him fourth 
on the all-time list for coaches with 
at least 10 seasons at Division I- A 
colleges (Knute Rockne of Notre 
Dame leads at .88 1 ).

Former Nebraska coach Bob 
Devaney ranks 1 1th on the all-time 
list at .806.

800 coaches in history, 
Devaney and Osborne arc the only 
pair who have served back-to-back 
at the same college (there was a nine- 
year gap between Bud Wilkinson, 
eighth at .826, and Switzer at 
Oklahoma).

for satisfactory progress toward a 
degree, and a procedure should be 
developed to require each Division I 
institution's appropriate academic 
officer to certify that those student- 
athletes who have been certified to 
participate in intercollegiate athletics 
are making progress under those 
requirements to graduate. 

Graduation 

1. Institutions should implement 
internal auditing procedures to 
develop information on the gradua- 
tion rates of their student-athletes 
and an explanation of how the rates 
were determined. This information 
should be kept on file in the appro- 
priate offices for review by the NCAA 
and other appropriate agencies. 

2. Consideration should be given 
to requiring institutions to publicize 
their graduation rates after a 
common, national method for deter- 
mining such rates is determined. 

3. An incentive program should 
be developed to provide a bonus for 
graduating a student-athlete within 
four years and a penalty for failing 
to graduate a student-athlete within 
five years. The committee is not 
proposing a specific model for such 
a program. 

The Junior College Transfer Student 

1. Eligibility requirements for 
transfer students from junior colleges 
should be brought into line with 
those in force for a freshman admit 
to the four-year institution. This 
should apply to participants in all 
sports. 

2. A transfer student from a junior 
college who was not eligible to com- 
pete at the four-year institution upon 
graduation from high school must 
graduate from the junior college and 
have 48 credit hours of course work 
that is acceptable toward a specific 
baccalaureate degree program at the 
certifying four-year institution. In 
other words, the transfer must have 
met the same progress requirement 
that would be required of a freshman 
admit who had been at the certifying 
institution for two years. A transfer 
student admitted to the four-year 
institution without meeting those 
requirements would be ineligible to 
participate in athletics until the re- 
quirements were met at the certifying 
institution. 

Freshman Eligibility 

1. The committee's position in 
regard to the eligibility of freshmen 
for participation in Division I football 
and basketball has vacillated during 
the past year. Its recommendation in 
its final meeting, which was not a 
unanimous position, is that freshmen 
should be ineligible to compete in 
varsity football and basketball in 
Division I. The freshman year is 
critical and many student-athletes 
begin their academic career in a 
disadvantaged position from which 
they never emerge. 

2. The committee proposes the 
following: 

a. No freshmen would be eligible 
for varsity competition in Division I 
football and basketball. They would 
then have three years of eligibility 
for varsity competition, which they 
could realize any time during the 
four-year period following the fresh- 
man year. 

b. A freshman who met the pro- 
visions of NCAA Bylaw 5-l-(j) 
[Proposal No. 48] would be eligible 
for practice, athletically related 
financial aid and limited freshman- 
team or junior varsity competition 
during the first year. 

c. A freshman who had an 
accumulative 2.000 grade-point 
average in high school but who did 
not meet the provisions of Bylaw 5- 
l-(j) would be eligible to receive 
athletically related financial aid in 
the first year but would not be 
eligible for practice or any form of 
intercollegiate competition. 

d. Any freshman receiving ath- 
letically related financial aid per b. 
and c. would be counted against the 



institution's permissible maximum 
number of grants in the sport 
involved. 

e. The Division I-A football 
grant limits should be revised from 
30 initial grants per year and a limit 
of 95 grants in effect at any one time 
to 26 initial awards and an overall 
limit of 104 grants in effect at any 
one time. In basketball, the limit 
should be changed from an overall 
limit of IS, with no annual initial 
limit, to a limit of four initial grants 
per year and not more than 16 in 
effect at any one time. The committee 
does not believe these adjustments 
would make any practical change in 
the number of awards now being 
utilized in football and basketball, 
but they will serve as an incentive to 
the institution to recruit prospects 
who are capable of successful college 
academic work and to retain such 
students once they are on campus. 

Financial Issues 

1 . The committee believes there is 
nothing wrong with an objective of 
achieving financial returns from a 
major athletic program. 

2. The bonding together of insti- 
tutions in order to generate maximum 
revenues is desirable. 

3. The distribution of income in 
athletics should mutually benefit the 
institutions involved and the partici- 
pants in those institutions. For 
example, the committee does not 
believe institutions should be per- 
mitted to go their own way in football 
television; instead, there should be 
some organized, unified approach to 
maximizing the revenues and benefits 
involved. 

4. The committee recommends that 
the NCAA membership adopt legisla- 
tion to place the financial aid 
limitation (i.e., the amount a student- 
athlete may receive) in the bylaws, 
where each division could act separ- 
ately on that issue. 

5. The committee supports legis- 
lation that would exempt up to $900 
of the Pell Grant from the NCAA 
limitation on the amount of financial 
aid a student-athlete may receive. 

6. Institutions should be encour- 
aged to award financial aid to 
student-athletes who have completed 
their eligibility in order for them to 
graduate. It is the committee's belief 
that most institutions currently are 
doing this. 

7. Each institution should be urged 
to control all financial aspects of its 
program, including grants-in aid and 
coaching numbers. It should be en- 
couraged to utilize all sources of aid 
available. 

8. The institution should control 
the salary and all other sources of 
income received by its coaches (e.g., 
television shows, endorsements, 
speaking engagements). It also should 
monitor carefully the revenues from 
donors and booster groups and assure 
that such revenues are successfully 
audited and controlled. 

Enforcement and recruiting 

1. The NCAA has instituted a 
number of excellent programs de- 
signed to distribute information 
regarding its rules and regulations to 
prospective student-athletes, their 
parents and high schools. Those 
efforts are applauded by the com- 
mittee, which recommends that they 
be expanded significantly. 

2. The rules and regulations of the 
Association generally are satisfactory. 
Their presentation in the NCAA 
Manual, however, should be revised 
and recodified. 

3. The Association's enforcement 
process is effective but needs to be 
accelerated and made more timely. 
The committee recognizes that the 
enforcement process is handicapped 
by the lack of subpoena power. 



4. The committee recommends that 
the NCAA develop a comprehensive 
audit and certification program in 
intercollegiate athletics in order to 
bring sunshine to athletics programs 
that too often operate behind a 
curtain. Such a program would 
require the institution to share data 
with its opponents, its conference 
and the NCAA in regard to the 
academic records of its student- 
athletes, including academic standing 
upon admission, satisfactory progress 
and graduation rates — all, of course, 
within the confines of the Buckley 
amendment. It also would involve a 
periodic self-analysis and possibly 
an accreditation program. 

5. The committee believes the pro- 
cess of recruiting should be made 
more humane. It supports a "quiet 
period" surrounding the date upon 
which the prospective student-athlete 
signs the National Letter of Intent, 
and it suggests that contacts with 
students for recruitment purposes be 
further limited. 

6. The provisions of Bylaw 1 -2-(b) 
[Proposal No. 91 adopted by the 
1983 NCAA Convention] should be 
extended to prohibit noninstitutional 
personnel from being involved in the 
recruiting of prospective student 
athletes on the institution's campus, 
as well as off campus. 

7. The committee believes the 
activities of player agents represent a 
serious problem to major athletics 
programs and a threat to the structure 
of amateur athletics. It has no specific 
recommendation in this regard but 
urges the NCAA to address this 
issue via its special committee made 
up of individuals familiar with the 
subject. 

Governance 

1. The committee believes that 
institutions with the common objec- 
tives reflected in major athletic 
programs should have more control 
over their own policies and practices. 
While the committee is not proposing 
legislation in this regard, it recom 
mends the following: 

a. That institutions with major 
programs be provided greater 
autonomy in the NCAA's legislative 
process. 

b. That the NCAA work toward 
subdivisions of Division I in basket- 
ball comparable (but not comprised 
of the same members) to that in 
Divisions I-A and I-AA football, 
allowing for more autonomy in each 
of those two sports. 

2. The committee supports the 
establishment of a council or board 
of presidents that would have 
authority to (1) review Association 
activities and advise the NCAA 
Council, (2) commission studies of 
matters of concern in intercollegiate 
athletics, and (3) propose legislation 
directly to the NCAA Convention. 
The committee does not believe such 
a presidents' board should have the 
power to veto or replace legislation 
enacted by an NCAA Convention. 
The structure of such a group should 
assure representation for all divisions 
of the NCAA comparable to that in 
the Association's current structure. 

3. A summer legislative session 
for Division I-A should be estab- 
lished. The meeting, probably in 
June, would enable Division I-A 
members to meet and discuss athletic 
issues of the times and act separately 
on any item of football legislation 
relating exclusively to Division I-A. 
Such legislative actions would not 
become effective until after the suc- 
ceeding January Convention, at which 
the Association's rescission pro- 
cedures could be effected. 

[Note: This is a summary of princi- 
pal points; the committee's full report 
will be available approximately the 
third week in October 1983 ] 
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as principal coordinator, and Task 
Force on Personal and Educational 
Issues, Susan Lubking, West Chester 
University, as principal coordinator. 

Polivy told The NCAA News that 
there was no intention of creating an 
organization as such at the summer 
meeting but said the group believes 
that some form of communications 
network is needed among women 
involved in athletics issues. Polivy, 
with her legal partner, Katrina 
Renouf, who attended the meeting, 
has handled the A1AW legal suit 
against the NCAA and recently 
appealed the Federal trial court's 
decision in favor of the NCAA to the 
District of Columbia Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Lopiano said the intention is "to 
continue discussions that were held 
at the summer meeting and to get 
women involved from different levels 
across the country. 

"I don't think there is anything in 
terms of a priority agenda," Lopiano 
said. "Some of the things they would 
hope for are a continuation of the 
discussions and that the Kansas City 
meeting (Council of Collegiate 
Women Athletic Administrators, 
October 10 11) would serve as a 
similar forum for a lot of discussion 
on various NCAA championship 
rules, lower participation rates, lower 
participation opportunities and the 
development of NCAA legislation 
to get to some of their concerns. 

"A problem," Lopiano said, "is 
the lack of real data in women's 
athletics. We are concerned about 
the ambiguity of the role of the 
primary woman administrator and 
the diminishing numbers of women 
in administration — there is obviously 
no data to confirm this, but there is a 
feeling that they have decreased or 
have deteriorated in terms of re- 
sponsibility." 

Before adjournment, the meeting's 
Task Force on Personal and Edu- 
cational Issues recommended and 
the group of conferees adopted and 
issued the following statement on 
"Professional Responsibility": 

"As professionals committed 
to equal educational opportunity, 
we are disturbed by a developing 
form of discrimination against 
female students and personnel. 
In order to achieve support or 
coerce desired behavior from pro- 
fessionals, sexual harrassment, 
stereotypes and innuendoes are. 
increasingly being used as tactics 
of control. The institutional and 
programmatic choices of students 
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CEO who is adversely affected by 
local pressures in attempting to 
maintain institutional control, and 
third, by providing effective presi- 
dential influence on the chief executive 
who chooses not to involve himself 
or herself in meaningful supervision 
of the intercollegiate athletics 
program. 

7. Current NCAA rules and pro- 
cedures provide necessary controls 
on institutional ambitions and outside 
pressures. Any alterations in the 
present structure should be designed 
to strengthen that control and the 
accompanying inspection procedures, 
particularly at a time of increased 
reward for success in athletics. 

In his comments to the CEO meet- 
ing, Toner noted the "need for greater 
and more effective involvement of 
chief executive officers in intercolle- 
giate athletics, taking into considera- 
tion several principles designed to 
assure that such involvement can be 
both meaningful and democratic." 

"The NCAA has a history of more 
than 77 years of responding eff ectively 
to the needs and concerns of its 
member institutions," he said, citing 
several examples. "I suggest that this 
Association will respond with equal 



and prospective students are being 
similarly influenced. Such tactics 
are abhorrent to fundamental 
principles of professional respon- 
sibility and should not be 
tolerated." 

Gwendolyn Norrell, Michigan State 
University faculty athletic represen- 
tative and NCAA Division I vice- 
president, was contacted regarding 
the meeting and commented as 
follows: 

"Sincere efforts to advance and 
enhance women's intercollegiate 
athletics are welcomed by all of us, 
I'm sure, men and women. I hope 
that is the intent of this group; 
however, I must confess some mis- 
givings as to the tenor and direction 
of the proceedings and the fact that 
few, if any, of the women attendees 
have had experience with NCAA 
committee work and that there 
appeared to be a deliberate design to 
set up a 'network* of women who 
would cut across conference lines 
and attempt to influence matters 
from the perspective of women's 
'national interests' without regard to 
the policies of the conference of 
which the conferees are members. In 
other words, I view it as an effort to 
ignore the established conference pro- 
cedures in developing policies that 
affect women's athletics."

effectiveness to the need for greater 
and more meaningful presidential 
involvement in college athletics policy 
formulation. I believe it will do so in 
a manner that accommodates the 
needs of the greatest possible number 
of member institutions, and in an 
enduring structure that will maintain 
each member institution's right to 
vote directly on national policies and 
programs in college athletics." 

Toner urged the chief executives 
attending the meeting to submit any 
ideas regarding CEO involvement to 
the Special Committee on Governance 
Review or the NCAA national office.
